One of the 
tricks of this set, none of whose members.are 
allowed inside the Capitol, is to sell admis- 
sions to the building. They offer at times 
what they call annual season tickets (the 

rice of which they give na drome $10 to $12) 
or 50 cents, on condition that they shall be 
returned when those holding them come out 
of the building. 


STAR ROUTES. 
CHANDLER SEVERELY REBUKED BY JUDGE 
WYLIE. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 3.—In the star- 
route case Mr. Chandler moved to have the 
verdict of the jury at the last trial formally 
entered on the records of the court.

GALENA, LiL, Jan. 3.—The Hon. William 

H. Hooper, formerly a tesident of Galena, 

died Saturday last at his residence in Salt 

Lake City, and was buried yesterday. His 


| disease was bronchial affection. Mr. Hooper 


was born. Vec. 25, 1815, in Warwick Manor, 
Dorchester County, Md. His schooling in 
his youth was limited to abouta year and a 
half, yet he received a thorough business 
training as clerk in various mercantile estab- 
lishments in Baltimore. At the age of 19 he 
built a coasting steamer which he christened 
the Benjamin D. Jackson. Shortly afterward, 
in 1832,he removedto St. Louis, then 
a city of but 6,000 inhabitants. A year later 
he returned to Maryland, and in the fall of 
1835 he, in company with George Wann, 
brought a stock of goods from Baltimore to 
Galena, whére they started in business under 
the firm name of Hooper & Wann. The 
house soon after changed to Hooper, Peck 
& Scales, and became 
WELL KNOWN UPON THE FRONTIER 

as merchants, miners, and ser gts Siem 
In 1836 Mr. Hooper married his first wife, 
Miss Electa J. Harris, sister of Capt. D. 8S. 
Harris, of this city, who died in 
1844, as did subsequently two daughters 
which she bore him. The firm of -Hooper, 
Peck & Scales went down in the panic of 
1838, but, after several yearsof hard struggle, 
through the exertion of Mr. Hooper and his 
partner, Peck, the firm debt of $200,000 was 
entirely paid.. In 1848 Mr. Hooper engaged 
in steamboating as clerk on the steamer 
Otter, then plying between Galena and St. 
Paul. The Otter was owned and commanded 
by his brothers-in-law, Capts. D. 5S. and 
Scribe Harris, who .were the pioneers 
of steamboating on the Upper Mississippi. 
One building only—a Catholic missionary 
chapel—then marked the spot where now 
stands the City of St. Paul. At that time 
there were but few white settlers above Du- 
buque and Prairie du Chien, 
THE COUNTRY BEING THEN A WILDERNESS. 
In 1844 he built for the American Fur Com- 
pany the steamer Lynx, which was grounded 
on her trial trip - near the point where 
Winona now stands. He remained on the 
river, building and commanding 
eral boats. The last, built 

was known as the Alexander 
ton, and owned partly by himself, Messrs. 
Nathan and Henry Corwith, of Galena, and 
©. H. Rodgers, of New York. This boat was 
burned, with twenty-two others, at St. Louis 
in Mav, 1849, the disaster again leaving him 
penniless. Being thus reduced, he took 
charge of the books of the Planters’ House, 
St. uis. In the spring of 1850 he emi- 
grated to Salt Lake rg under an en 
ment with Holiday & Warner, merchan 
arriving in the month of June, 1850, and re- 
main with the firm until 1853. in 
Deceinber, 1852, he married Mary 
Ann Knowlton, who still snrvives 
him, together with seven of § their 
children—six daughters and oneson. Two 
of the former are married—Mrs. T. J. Jen- 
nings, of Salt Lake City, and Mrs, Young, 
wife of Lieut. Young, of the United States 
arwy, son of the late Mormon President, 
Brigham Young. In 1858, and while in com- 
pany with Holiday & Warner, 

HE WENT TO CALIFORNIA 

with a large adventure of cattle, horses, 
fiour, ete., which latter he disposed of to a 
large company of emigrants on the road. 
While in California he solid the stock, 
his share of the profits being $10,- 
000. He returned to Salt Lake 
City in the month of December of that year. 
His journey tojCalifornia and back was at- 
tended with great danger, the country being 
infested with hostile Indiass and without a 
house from where Virginia City, Nev., now 
stands to the settlement of Utah—a distance 
of 700 miles. In 1850 he embarked in mer- 
cantile pursuits, and in 1855 was elected a 
member of the State Convention to frame a 
Constitution for the State of Deseret. 
In 1857 he was appointed by 
Brigham Young Secretary pro tem. of 
the Territory and was relieved in 1858 
by Secretary John Hartnet, of St. Loui 
who went out with Johnson’s army. In1 

he was 

ELECTED DELEGATE FROM UTAH 

to the Thirty-sixth Congress of the United 
States, and held that position by subsequent 
elections for a total period of nine years. 
He performed eminent services for Utah dur- 
ing his life in Congress, and his plea for re- 
ligious liberty, delivered in that body March 
25, 1870, against the ** Cullom bill,” is said to 
have been one of the most eloquent speeches 
ever heard in Congress. Mr. Hooper es- 
peased Mormonism soon after his removal to 

Jtah, and soon. took and retained fank as 
one of its leaders, oe he never favored 
polygamy, and was greatly opposed by some 
on account of that fact. He was more prom- 
inently identified perhaps with the commer- 
cial and railroad interests of Utah than any 
other man in the Territory, and accumulated 
a vast amount of wealth, whieh his family 
will inherit. At the time of his death he was 
President of the First National Bank of 
Deseret—a position which he has held since 
its institution. He was also at the head of 
THE ZION’S CO-OPERATIVE MERCANTILE IN- 

.STITUTION, 

a colossal organization operated by Mormons 
under the auspices of the church. ‘The sub- 
ject of this sketch was 60 years of age last 
Christmas. One year ago about this time, 
Mr. Hooper, accompanied by two of his 
daughters and private secretary, visited his 
old friends in Galena on his way to Wash- 
ington, and remained during his sojourn at 
the becpeetaas of his half-sister, Mra. J. B.

TRADE AND LABOR. 


The Western Iron Association Dissat- 
isfied with the Tariff Report— 
Failures and Labor 
Troubles. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Pirrspure, Pa. Jan. 3—The regular 
monthly meeting of the Western Iron Asso- 
ciation was heid here today. The special 
rate of 244 cents was reaflirmed. The busi- 
ness outlook for the ensuing season was con- 
sidered as good as could be expected. The 
essociation adopted a memorial in regard to 
the tariff on tin-plate to be presented to Con- 
gress. The memorial is to the effect that the 
Western Iron Association protests against 
the reduction of the tariff on tin-plate. 
They claim that the tin-plate industry 
was lost to this country by a 
miseonstruction of the law in 1864, 
which originally fixed the duty at+two and 
one-half cents per pound. They also claim 
that it lies within the power of ngress to 
provide a livelihood for 100,000 people in the 
United States by affording the tin-plate in- 
dustry protection. There are no obstacies in 
the way of developing the industry, and they 
deny that the increased rate will bea burden- 
some taxjon the people. They say tin-piate 
cannot be successfully manufactured in 
England, and that the English manufacturers 
fear American competition. They claim 
that if the tin-plate industry was 
introduced here it would require 100 
rolling-mills to supply the demand, 300,000 
tons of pig-metal, 2,000,000 tons of coal, and 
at least 200,000 workmen. Therefore the 
memorial.asks the honorable .eutlemen of 
the Tariff Commission to reconsider their de- 
cision, and, if they make a change at all, 
wake it two and a half cents per ponnd. The 
report or memorial is signed by the Presi- 
dent of the Western Iron Association, B. F. 
Jones, and the Secretary, Joseph D. Weeks.

AN analysis of wines recently made at the 
Municipal Laboratory in Paris will be of in- 
terest to drinkers of the vintages from 
France; the more so that, while all wities im- 
ported into France are subjegt to analysis 
before delivery to the importers, the wines 
exported are notanalyzed atall. A Paris 
dispatch to the London Standard says: “ In 
1881 there were 3,001 samples analyzed, the 
result being that 279 were found ta be good, 
991 passable, and 1,731. bad: while in the first 
five months of 1882 there were 1,800 samples 
analyzed, of which 8372 were good, 683 passa- 
ble, and 814 bad, 145 of the latter being very 
injurious.” It is said that a liquid is largely 
sold for wine which is manufactured of 
water, vinegar, and logwood, with a tenth 
part of common Wine from the south oi: 
France to cover upthe fraud. The same dis- 
patch says: “Net only is wine falsified by 
adding cider, molasses, sugar, tartaric acid 
or tannic acid, sulphuric acid, lime, alum, 
bitter almonds, leaves of the cherry laurel, 
ete., but 16 is largely manufactured without 
the slightest pretense’ of being associated 
with the grape.” It is well for the admirers 
ot French wines to know what French wines 
are, 
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Oxce more the Special Committee of the 
fiouse on Civil-Seryice Reform has failed to 
meet, although a quorum of its members “ 
in Washington and supposedly anxious 
perform the duties delegated to them. The 
Opinion grows that the committee has no 
special desire to do anything, and will avoid 
as long as possible presenting a report.

Ili 
is not perfect--it hardly reaches below the 
surface of the evils the removal. of which 
the people so loudly demand—but it is in the 
direction of reform, and its passage should 
be insisted upon. 

Tue Thirty-thirad General Assembly of 
the State of illinois began its regular session 
at noon yesterday with every member in his 
seat. That the Honse Republicans are 
a united body was shown by the election of 
T. F, Mitchell, of McLean County, as tempo- 
rary Speaker. This gives assurance of Mr. 
Collins’ induetion to the chair today, and 
leaves the Independent party from Lake 
County to flock by himself or stick to his 
new-found Democratic friends as he may 
think best. In the Senate a disposition was 
shown to import an element of dis 
cord into the Republican ranks, seven 
of the Republican members voting with 
the twenty.

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A Paris dispatch to the Londen Standard 
contributes some interesting information on 
the colonial policy of Franee. Among all 
the various factions there are two distinct di- 
visions of the people. The one is in favor of 
abstention and the other in favor of finding 
an outlet for the activity of the country in 
colonia! acquisitions.. With the policy of for- 
eign non-interference M. Grévy, a large ma- 
jority of the bourgeoisie, and all the peasants 
are identihed; with the colonial policy M. 
Duelerc, the head of the Ministry, and a 
large number of journalists. The late M, 
Gambetta also sympathized with this class. 
Now that Gambetta is dead, the latter policy 
has lost a strong advocate. ‘The Standaril’s 
correspondent says: “‘M. Grévy is the repre- 
sentative of the thrifty, parsimonious, and 
unvyenturesome spirit of the great buik of 


. the French nation. M. Grévy holds strongly 


to the belief that it is the duty of all French- 
mento stay athome and achieve an inde- 
peagdence by hard work and strict economy.” 
Hie will now probably set his face stronger 
than ever against the waste of the national 
finances in the acquisition of foreign terri- 
tory. Gambetta’s death deprives the advo- 
cates of colonial empire of their right hand, 
and the political revulsion which might be 
expected to follow the joss of such a leader 
may now be counteracted by the’rest and 
quiet which M. Gréyy now will be pretty cer- 
tain to secure. 


In the United States Senate yesterday Mr. 
Logan concluded his speech against the Fitz 
John Porter bill, reviewing the chief points 
of the testimony, and reminding the Senate 
of the demoralizing effect upon the morale of 
the army and the patriotism of the country 
which would follow the condonation of trea- 
son.

The sad circumstances attending the death . 


ot Gambetta east a lurid Jight upon thesocia! 
state of France. For fifteen years this re- 
markable man was the colossal figure of 
French polities, but during all that time, in 
the very eye of the people of one of the first 
nations of the world, he maintained a liatson 
with a woman who dishonored her family 
and deserted her husband at his solicitation, 
and thereafter held him captive through his 
passions, at the expense of his judgment and 
sense of propriety. it is only in France, 
among highly civilized nations, that these 
things are aly longer possible. Among other 
peoples a certain degree at least of apparent 
moral rectitude is demanded of public men, 
great and small, as a condition precedent to 
any large measure of confidence. And the in- 
ducement to this condition of public senti- 
ment is not less philosophical than moral

Mirabeau died like @ pagan, recording his 
protest against the modern faith, as Vespa- 


sian did sneering at the pagan superstitions | 


which he had outgrown, saying with his last 
breath: “1 think | am becoming a god.” 

Gambetta died at the age of 44, ata time 
which should have been the prime of life, but, 
asin the case of Mirabeau, his constitution 
had been destroyed. ‘The reports say: “ Per- 
haps had he been like ordinary mortals he 
might have recovered, but high living and 
excesses of all sorts had brought on diabetes, 
which was complicated with other disorders, 
He died witheut sign, butas his mode of 
living was similar to that of Mirabeau the 
presumption is that his philosophy of life 
was the same. The comprehensive remark 
of Mirabeau and the silence of Gambetta in 
the presence of death possess a certain sig- 
nificance. The silence of Gambetta is a sign 
of moral progress, a sign of the disappear- 
ance of pagan ideas. France in "8 was 
searcely less turbulent than Rome under 
Nero; France now, while she mourns Gam- 
betta, is calm and fairly self-poised. 

Those who despair of the Republic of 
France orraccount of the death of Gatrbetta 
must assume the incapacity ot the French 
people for self-government. When the lib- 
erty of a people depends upon a.man or a set 
of men it is scarcely worth preserving. 
When Lincoln was assasinated there may 
have been fear for the fate of the Repubiic, 
but the groundlesness of the fear was soon 
shown, and in the very climax of the passion 
and excitement of the hour Garfield calmed 
the general fury and alarm with tlie phrase, 
“ The Government still lives.”?’ When Gar- 
field fell there was a mingled feeling of rage 
and grief, but no fear for the Government. 

lt is only among a people who are igno- 
rant, superstitious, and vicious that the life 
of any one man, however great and wise, is 
of supreme importance to the general well- 
being. From 1478 to 1598 Spain prospered 
marvelously owing to the genius of her 
rulers, and during the next hundred years she 
was reduced to an abyss ot degradation by 
the ignorance and vices of Philip ILL, Philip 
LY., and Charles IL ‘But this proves noth- 
ing, since a people worthy of liberty and good 
government would have wrested both from 
such brutal imbeciles as the successors of 
Phitip Il.

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THE MICHIGAN SENATORIAL CONTEST. 

There is a wide difference between the 
character of the contest in LIlinois and that 
of Michigan. In Lllinois there are several 
strong candidates for Senatorial honors— 
candidates who have a considerable follow- 
ing—but there has not so faras we know 
been a single threat of caucus-breaking. 
There is apparently nothing but worthy am- 
bition in the contest in this State. 

In Michigan the contest is altogether dif- 
ferent.

Nearly all the members of the rural-district 
press are for him, and the chief paper of the 
State, the Post and Tribune of Detroit, 
was for him until ten daysago, Its change 
of front followed the announcement of the 
eandidacy of its President and Managing 
Director, Mr. Joy, The presumption hence 
is that its flop does not indicate a change of 
sentiment among the masses of Republicans, 
but merely represents the personal ambition 
of its proprietor. 

The peculiarity of the contest in Michigan 
eonsists in the circumstance of Mr. Jay A. 
Hubbell’s personal hostility to Mr, Ferry, In 
a word, itis extremely probabie that, had Mr. 
Hubbell’s physical existence been termi- 
nated when his careeras Representative in 
Congress was cut short by his neighbors in 
his own county and the Republican constitu- 
ency in his own district, there would have 
been no organized opposition to the reélec- 
tion of Senator Ferry. 

If there appeared to be the slightest dan- 
gerot Mr. Hubbell succeeding Mr. Ferry Tue 
Trinuye would not hesitate to warn the 
Legislature of Michigan against what it 
would regard as a misfortune to the State, to 
the Republican party, and the country.

OUR FOREIGN 1 TBADE. 

The statistics of our foreign commerce, as 
fully made up for the last fiscal year, bear 
out fully the comments which Tue Tripuye 
has made from time to time on the baleful 
influence exerted thereon by the high-tariff 
system. During the year our exports fell off 
$151,000,000 and our imports increased $82,- 
000,000. The excess of exports last year was 
only one-tenth as much as during the previ- 
ous year. The reason of this enormous de- 
eline is obvious. The report of the Bureau 
of Statistics says that it was due almost en- 
tirely to the falling off in the exports of cot- 
ton, breadstuffs, and proevisions—a result at- 
tributed to the drouth and unfavorable 
meteorological influences. In plain words, 
there was a bad crop, and the result was a 
loss of nine-tenths of the surplus exports 
with which this country has been able to 
maintain a balance of trade in its favor. In 
this crisis the manufacurers, after twenty 
years of coddling and bounty, were unable 
to come to the rescue or to avert the threat- 
ened reversal of the balance of trade, which 
was almost realized in a single year of bad 
crops. 

The Bureau of Statistics estimates that 75 
per cent of American exports is made up of 
agricultural products, Of the remaining 2% 
per cent, 7i¢ per cent consists of mineral 
products, including the oils of the country. 
The other 14 per cent is accredited to manu- 
tactures, but of this a large part consists of 
the preservation of agricultural products, 
and most of the remainder is protected un- 
der American patents, A fairer estimate 
would be that 80 per cent of American ex- 
ports on the average consists of agricultural 
products, 10 per cent of minerals and oils, 
and the remaining 10 per cent only of manu- 
factured goods of a character or under con- 
ditions calculated to overcome the embargo 
of the tariff. It is plainly impracticable to 
seek a foreign market for an article 
which is manufactured under the prom- 
ise of a price ranging from 40 to 100 per 
cent more than the same articie could be pro- 
cured for if admitted free of duty from 
abroad. Consequently, when the American 
crops failin part, or when the demand for 
American meats and breadstuffs falls off, the 
balance of trade is threatened; all the re- 
sources of American skill and energy are 
helpless in such a crisis, because they have 
been paralyzed by a tariff system ayowedly 
designed to shut off exchanges with other 
nations. 

The facts and figures concerning our for: 
eign trade confront the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House at the very time that 
body is engaged, under the pretense of re- 
arranging the tariff, in increasing the duties 
on that class of articles which could be, made 
in this country and sold in foreign markets at 
a profit if a fictitious price were not estab- 
lished by menns of the duty taxes 
impdésed on the importation of ‘similiar 
goods. The American manufacturer will 
not make & given article for sale in 
a foreign market for a dollar when 
a duty upon a similar article of foreign man- 
ufacture enables him to charge $1.50 er $2 
for itat home. Hence the burden of main- 
taining the balance of trade must fall upon 
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nothing to 1m gt 
We can undesitemst hel how Meaare. g deny clog 
Kelley, representing the pampered interests 
ot Pennsylvania, should encourage the main- 
tenance or even au increase of the tariff; but 
how such men as John A. Kasson, M. H, 
Duunell, William McKinley, and D. C. Has- 
kell, Western Republicans and Representa- 
tives of agricultural constituencies, can 
assent to such a treatment of the tariff ques- 
tion as the Ways and Means Commiitee is 
giving, when their votes, allied with the 
Southern and Western’ Democrats who 
pretend to be revenue reformers, would 
defeat the selfish intrigues of the 
tariff rings, will need explanation when 
they shall again come before their 
constituents, The State which Kasson repre- 
sentson the Ways and Means Committee 
(lowe) pays $40,000,000 annually in the shape 
of bounty to the manufacturers; Dunnell’s 
State (Minnesota) pays $20,000,000 annually ; 
and Haskell’s State (Kansas) pays $25,000,000 
annually. The several constituences of these 
gentlemen will want some yery good reasons 
for an inerease or even the maintenance of 
the tariff taxes in the face of such statistics 
as the foreign trade yields for the last year.

While in a confessing mood, we are some- 
somewhat surprised that the National 
Democrat does not tell the whole story and 
say that the only wayin which Democratic 
papers have survived at all is by poaching 
on Republican pastures. We are somewhat 
surprised that it does not explain the causes 
of all this mortality among Democratic news- 
papers, since they lie upon the surface. So 
long as these causes continne to exist 
Democratic newspapers will continue to die, 
or if they live only drag out a weakly, de- 
bilitated, miserable existence. This deplor- 
able condition is not due to the want of a 
constituency. The members of the Demo- 
cratic party are numerous enough to support 
its papers, one in every town of the State. 
The reason why there is but one Dewocratic 
paper in Lilinois that can pay its debts and 
keep its head above water is simply that the 
Democratic party is the party of illiteracy. 
Many of its members can’t read, and others 
don’t or won’t read. If compulsory educa- 
tion were enforced, thére would be no lack 
of readers, and the readers would bring with 
them remunerative support. And yet the 
Democrats of the South oppose it en maase, 
and the Democrats of the North are not by 
any means unanimous in its favor. A school- 
house is an object of suspicion to large num, 
bers of Democrats in Lilineis, and even a lit- 
tie learning is considered a very dangerous 
thing by them.

A CONFERENCE was held last week at the 
office of the Rev. Dr. R. C. Matiock, in Phijadel- 
phia, to diseuss the subject of having translated 
into English the “ Zohar; or, Book of Spiender,”’ 
and its publication; but no cohelusion was ar- 
rived at. This book, although celebrated in 
Burope among the most learned menu, especially 
those of Germany and Italy, is almost unknown

Mayer, of Philadelphia, was enthusiastic on the 
subject. “The Zohar,” he said, “is a mar- 
velous book; and its publication the 
Engtish jJanguege would ‘not only be of 
great benefit to all men of learning 
and to clerzymen of every faith, but 
would at once command the attention of the 
whole English reading world, and undoubtedly 
create @ great sensation.” He then produced a 
copy of the work, an edition ig three volumes, 
printed in Amsterdam in the sixteenth century, 
but still in fine condien. Its admirers claim 
that the bouk was written ebout A. D. 120. It is 
repiete with mysticism, gnd gives many start- 
ling views on astronomy, one passage reading 
as follows: “In the Book of Rabbi Hamme- 
nunna, Senjor, it is distinctly stated that the 
Earth revolves around itself like a ball: some 
are below, others are above: certain portions. 
of the earth are lighted, while others are in 
darkness; here they have day; there night; and 
in some countries it is continual day, or at least 
the night lasts but a short time.”

New York Mail: The mortality eof New 
York in 1879 was 28,342; in 1889 it was 31,087; in 
1881 it was 28,408, and the Registrar cf the Health 
Department reports that it is 37,928 for the year 
ending with the present week. We declared 
more than three years ago that people were be- 
ing murdered in New York by dirty streets, and 
we predicted that the deatb-rate would decline 
when the streets were better cleaned. The.pre- 
diction has been fulfilled, but the death-rate is 
still frightfully bigh, and wpon the authorities 
of the Department of Street-Cleaning de- 
volves the responsibility for ite further reduc- 
tion. It is doubtful if “the population 
of New York its much more than 1i1,- 
400,000, although the Superiotendent of 
the Health Department thinks the rate of in- 
crease s0 much greater than from 1870 to 188 
that it is more than a million andahaif. The 
death rate of the year is 27 per thousand, if the 
former number fairly represents the city’s pop- 
ulation. How the adoption of more thorough 
sanitary measures might be expected to affect 
the mortality of the city may be shown from the 
experience of London, where the death-race for 
1881 was 21.5 per thousand, having greatly di- 
minished as the result of sanitary improve-. 
ments during the last ten years. It is esti- 
mated that the lives.of 70,000 persons were saved > 
during those years by the sanitary measures in- 
troduced in that city—the most remarkable de- 
crease being that in mortality from zymotic dis- 
eases, which effect such bavoc in New York. 


Tue total number of business failures in 
the United States in 188 has been reported at 
7,574, against 6,020 ia 1881 and 4,360 in 1880. This 
means an increase of 1,645 last year over those 
of 1881—nearly 25 per cent. As may be inferred, 
much the larger proportion of the business 
wrecks were of smail concerns. The heavy in- 
crease in busioess mortality must be ascribed to 
the very general settling of prices to lower 
levels. Merchants at interior towns and coun- 
try traders who ouy largély on long time bought 
stocks at rolatively high Ogures. Aa abstract

The cathedral was one 
of the finest in England. Its west front, 
which forms a square 1530 feet in hight and 
breadth, consisted of three magnificent 
pointed arches eighty feet high, surmounted 
by pediments and pinnacles, and flanked by 
turrets with spires and pinnacles. It was 
surrounded by old and interesting monastic 
edifices, the whole constituting a magnificent 
pile. The cathedral was founded by aSaxon 
King in 655, and the original structure was 
destroyed by the Danes 200 years later. 
It was rebuilt in 906, and destroyed by 
fire in 1116. Two years later the revuliding 
was commenced.

The celebrated French physician and sci- 
entist Dr, Pasteur has been conducting a series 
of dangerous experiments on rabid animais., 
were than 200 cases of hydruphobia having been 
carefully observed and studied byhim. The re- 
sults of these experiments prove that hydro- 
phobia in its acute form can be prevented by in- 
oculation. Dr. Pasteur bas scveral dogs that 
are proof against the attacksof any rabid arii- 
mai,as they have been Vaccinated with the 
virus from a mad dog’s brain, be having 
fousd that the nervous eystem is the 
actual seat of the disease. But these experi- 
ments have not as yet proved so practically use- 
ful to the world in general as Dr. Pasteur's 
studies of the reugel or red fever,a disease 
among swine, destroy ing 20,000 last year in France 
alone. Dr. Pasteur has succeeded in developing 
a cemparatively innocuous form of the micro- 
bius causing the disease, with which he vac- 
cinates the swine, fully protecting them against 
the more fatal form of rouget. 

The same principle bas also been successfully 
applied to horses by a couple of German scien- 
tists, as reported in a German medical review.

LANSING, Mich., Jan. 3.—The organization 
of the House and Senate having been com- 
pleted, both Houses met at noon, when the 
members were sworn in. Protests were en- 
tered againgt Canby of Emmet, Snyder of 
Calhoun (Republicans), and Stone of Neway- 
go (Greenbacker). ‘The protests were re- 
ceived and will be referred to the Committee 
on Elections after the committee has been 
appointed. No other business was done in 
the House after the formal ratification of the 
caucus nominations for officers. The Demo- 
crats made a feeble effart to defeat the elec- 
tion of one officer whose practical duties 
will not begin till one month later. 
The attempt was voted down. Gov. Jerome 
formally notified the House that he would be 
ready to read his message tomorrow fore- 
noon, and 10 o’clock was named as the hour 
when the two Houses will meet in joint con- 
vention for shat purpose.

THE SENATORIAL CONTEST

Message of the Governor of Nebraska— 
BRallroad Legislation Demanded—The 
State University. 

Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Lincotn, Neb., Jan. 3.—The one impor- 
tant feature of the Governor’s message, 
which was read today before the Legislature 
assembled in joint convention, was that of 
railroad legislation. A portion of it is as fol- 


lows: 

Important questions of State policy involving 
the regulation of rates of transportation over 
ratiroads require your careful consideration. The 
probiem is a comparatively new one in State 
and National affairs, and its solution is at- 
tended with difficulties of a complicated char- 
acter. To determine what liegisianon is 
necessary for the purpose of subjecting railroad 
corporations to proper legal control, with in- 
justice neither to the peopie por to the railroada, 
requires a very thorough knowledge of railroad 
coustruction ang management, and also a clear 
understanding of the abuses complained of by 
the public. Judicious legisiation to accomplish 
this object is demanded by the substantial busi- 
ness-men and farmers of the State. The clamor 
of those who are conducting an indiscriminate 
war upon railroads, for the obvious purpose of 
advancing their own personal or political inter- 
ests, should be studiousiy ignored. It is as 
much your duty to prevent mischievous legisia- 
tion upon this subject as it is to provide that 
which is based upon exact priaciples of justice.

IMMIGRATION. 


Statistics from the Annual Bepeort of 
the Wisconsin State Board. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 3—The annual 
report of the Wisconsin Board of Immigra- 
tion was finished today for transmission to 
the Legislature, and an outline was fur- 
nished to Tue TRIBUNE correspondent. to- 
night by Henry Baetz, Secretary of the 
Board. The report showed that during the 
past year 57,92 immigrants arrived in Mil- 
waukee, destined for homes in Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Michigan, and Iowa, against a 
total of 47,956 for 1881—an increase of almost 
10,000. About one-half of the immigrants 
who arrived during the year were Germans, 
and the greater proportion of them settled 
on farms in Wisconsin. Of the whole num- 
ber, 31,758 were destined for this State, 
against a total of 25,769 in 1881. During the 
tive months ending Noy. 30 there was a fall- 
ing off in immigration at this point, which is 
accounted for from the fact dur that 
time there was a decrease of 46,709 immi- 
grants arriving in the United States as com- 
pared with the same time in 188l—a decrease 
of 16.09 per cent, the decrease being almost 
wholly confined to Germany. The numberof 
immigrants who settled in lowa was very 
small. This is accounted for from the fact 
that nearly all desirous of imm to 
that State go direct from Chicago via the 
Northwestern Road, Nearly 22,000 of those 
ing through here made their homes in 
innesota. Germany furnished over 24,000 
of the entire number. Norway came nex 
with 13,515, and Sweden n with 10,

A SICKENING SPECTACLE. 


Maggie Moore, an Inmate of a Pacific 
Avenue Dive, Tries the Old Scheme of 
Pouring HKeroseuc into a Stove, and is 
Fatally Burned. ‘ 
Ina tumble-down two-story frame te 

ment house at No. 158 Pacific avenue, occu- 

pied by negtoes, Maggie Moore, a young 

colored woman, was horribly burned at 1 

o’dlock this morning, hér death being mo- 

mentarily expected. She occupied a front 
room on the second floor, and shortly before 

1 o'clock went ina rear room occu- 

pied by another coloted woman who 

owned a coal stove which the Moore woman 
was desirous of using. She took off one of 
the lids of the stove, and was bending over it 
looking in when the oil from a kerosene 
lamp that she carried in her band leaked into 
the fireplace and a sort of explosion fol- 
lowed, the flames bursting out and setting 
fire to her clothes. With a startled shriek 
she dropped the lamp upon the fluor, grabbed 
an armful of bed clothing from an ad- 
joining couch and imade desperate 
and frantic efferts to extinguish the 
flames. Running into her own rooth 

Bhe seized some pillows from the bed, and 
en, screaming with pain and surrounded 

by a mass of flame, she darted out into the 

haliway and tumbled headlong down the 
stairway, where, cotipletely exhausted, she 

lay moaning and groaning y o- the floor. A 

crowd of negroes who had heard her fright- 

ful séreams ran to her assistance, and with 
biankets and rugs extinguished flames, 
os however, had already burned off all 
her clothing and roasted her in a most 
horrible manner. In the meantime the 
lamp which she had dropped liad set fire to 
the floor in the room up-staifs, and smoke 
was pouring out of the windows. Officer 
John Ender, who happened to be in the 
neighborhood, heard of the fire, and, running 
to the corner of Polk and Clark streets, 
turned in an alarui from Box No. 6%. The 
firemen upon arriving made short work of 
the flames on the upper floor, and turned 
thier attention to’the unfortunate woman, 
who presented a sickening spectacle as she 
my there moaning with her body from 
head to. foot literally cooked, there being 
great white spots all ever her where the 
cooked flesh had dropped off. The Harrison 
street patrol-wagon Was called and the poor 
woman placed in it and hurried to the 

County Hospital, where it was said she

A MOVE IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 

The Commissioners yesterday refused to ap- 
prove of the action of the Printmg Committee 
in making the award for stationery and binding 
for the year on the old schedule bids, 
and recommitted the reports on the subject.

THE POST-OFTICE. 


The Post-Office officials are talking of the 
advisability of introducing in Chicago the van 
system, which is in successful operation in 
Philadeiphia. The proposition is to concentrate 
the carriers, dispensing with all the sub-sta- 
tlons except opein each division near.the lim- 
its, and to distribute the mail from the ma‘n 
Office. A Yan would take about eight carriers 
into a certain district, each 
one at the bis 
route, and pick them up on its return. It is 
claimed that in this way a letter wouid reach its 
destination one delivery sooner than now, while 
the expense would not as much as the cost of 
running the present sub-stations. Vans would 
not be used down town, butin the outsiace dis- 
tricts, which, itis tho t. could be covered by 
eight of the vehicles. Two agents from Wash- 
ington are expected here soon to look the 
ground over and decide as to the practicability 
of introducing the system.

THE REV. SUMNER ELLIS CALLED AS PASTOR. 

The Society of St. Paul’a Universaiist Church

A SECOND DEFEAT. 
THE APPELLATE COURT SUSTAINS THE 
FINES IMPOSED ON THE GAMBLERS. 

It will be seen by reference to the court re- 
ports in this paper that the Appéliate Court yes- 
terday confirmed the decisions of Judge Gary, 
presiding last spring in the Criminai Court, in 
the so-called gambling cases, which terminated, 
as wil! be remembered, in nearly ail the promi- 
nent gamblers in the city being fined from $100 
to $500 each for a first offense under the State 
statutes relating to gambling.
